I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1971,  prepared  as 
directed  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

There  was  little  serious  illness  in  the  District.  Infectious  diseases 
caused  no  problems.  Sexually  transmitted  disease  was  reported  less  frequently 
than  last  year  but  remains  ever  present.  Two  of  the  patients  were  under  IQ. 

The  estimated  population  was  23,420.  This,  of  course,  is  linked  to  the 

1971  Census  figure  of  29,027,  whereas  last  year's  estimate  of  29,040  was 
derived  ultimately  from  the  1961  Census  and  so  is  not  comparable.  The 
natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  232. 

Legislation  included  the  Order  activating  Section  45  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  19G8,  wiiich  gives  extensive  powers  to  County  Councils  in  connection  with 

Old  People's  Welfare. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  has  been  dropped  from  the  routine  immunis- 
ation of  infants.  Eradication  measures  by  the  World  Health  Organisation  plus 
our  own  control  on  importation  into  Britain  have  produced  the  situation  in 
which  the  chance  of  an  infant  catching  smallpox  is  less  than  the  chance  of  a 
severe  reaction  to  vaccination. 

The  Family  Planning  clinic  has  introduced  a domiciliary  service  in  the 
Bordon  area  where  there  were  transport  and  other  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
attendance  at  tire  clinic  but  considerable  need  for  the  service. 

Two  of  the  Bordon  caravan  sites  reached  the  end  of  their  Planning  approval 
life  and  have  had  short  term  extensions  with  the  condition  that  they  must  be 
run  down.  They  are  both  in  the  area  designated  for  the  new  Bordon  Village 
and  will  have  some  value  as  building  land. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Bentley,  Binsted  arid  Froyle  was  completed  and 
commissioned  arid  Lire  Old  People's  bungalows  in  Alton  town  were  built  and 
occupied.  Development  started  on  the  new  Bordon  Village  and  the  Erie  Estate 
site,  now  re-numed  Heatnerlands. 

Reorganisation,  both  of  Local  Government  and  of  the  Health  Service,  is 
in  the  air.  So  far  as  Local  Government  goes,  it  is  accepted  that  the  Alton 
Urban  and  Rural,  and  Petersfield  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  will  combine  and 
preliminary  ,.;oves  to  this  end  have  been  made. 

lire  Health  Service  structure  is  not  yet  clear.  It  seems  certain  that 
there  will  be  an  Area  Health  Autnonty  cor  responding  to  the  new  County  of 
Hampshire,  and  it  is  Health  service  policy  that  its  boundaries  should,  wherever 
possible,  be  trie  same  as  Local  Governinent  boundaries.  Beyond  that,  it  is  not 
possible  to  predict  the  arrangement  for  the  new  Aiton-Petersfield  District. 

in  conclusion,  i must  sincerely  thank  Lt.Cdr.  Saban  and  tire  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support 
in  uiy  work,  and  Mr.  Johnson  and  my  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  willingness  and  loyalty  at  all  times.

Lung  cancer  has  become  prominent  again  with  14  male  and  2 female  deaths. 
It  is  the  third  commonest  cause  in  men,  preceded  by  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease 
(42)  anu  Cerebrovascular  Disease  (18)  and  closely  followed  by  Bronchitis  (13). 

Smoking  is  a factor  in  at  least  three  of  these  conditions. 

The  four  infant  deaths  were  all  due  to  some  abnormal  condition  and  not 
to  mishaps  of  pregnancy  - a tribute  to  the  ante-natal  care.  Of  the  seven 
still  births,  only  two  had  no  obvious  cause.

FAMILY  FLANNING 


I an  indebted  to  Dr.  ,»iargaret  Lloyd  of  the  Alton  Family  Planning 
Association  fur  the  following  notes:- 

Ihe  Clinic  has  grown  steadily  and  now  has  two  sessions  per  week,  on 

Thursday  ana  Friday  mornings. 

The  pill  is  still  ,the  most  popular  method  but  women  who  have  taken  it 
for  many  years  are  being  advised  to  rest  from  it  and  use  some  other  method 

for  a time. 

As  well  as  planning  families,  the  clinic  advises  on  marital  difficulties 
ar.d  husbands  are  welcomed;  engaged  couples  and  single  girls  are  also  seen. 

A domiciliary  service  was  started  in  Bordon  in  February  to  reach  patients 
who  required  help  but  did  not  attend  clinics.  it  was  originally  done  on 
recommendation  by  some  medical  source  but  has  been  so  much  appreciated  that 
requests  are  being  made  direct. 

bequests  are  also  being  received  for  vasectomies  and  the  service  is 
urgently  needed  but  it  has  not  been  possible  so  far  to  obtain  suitable 
premises. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Anti-smoking  propaganda  was  continued  with  posters  produced  by  the 
Health  Education  Council.  The  health  Education  Council’s  posters  on 
Venereal  Disease,  first  produced  two  years  ago,  were  again  circulated. 

Talks  on  drug-taking  were  arranged,  aimed  particularly  at  parents’ 
associations  in  junior  schools. 


ACCI  PLATS  IK  HIE  HCiiE 

I am  inoebted  to  tire  Secretary,  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  Hospital,  Alton, 
for  the  following  figures  of  home  accidents  sent  to  hospital. 

The  total  was  75  - 57  down  on  last  year. 

Falls  accounted  for  most  - a total  of  36,  of  which  17  were  over  60 
years  old.  There  was  the  usual  list  of  things  swallowed,  mostly  medicines 

which  should  have  been  loexed  up  and  a number  of  oog  bites.

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CARAVAN  SITES 


The  Pine  Tree  site,  which  has  been  a source  of  endless  concern  to  the 
Health  and  Social  Services  of  the  District  and  of  Hampshire,  reached  the 
end  of  its  Planning  approval  life  on  the  31st  December.  Planning  approval 
was  extended  for  six  months  with  the  condition  that  the  site  must  be  run 
down  as  caravans  became  empty.  At  the  same  time,  owing  to  emergencies 
over  the  Christmas  period,  a warning  was  given  that  licence  conditions, 
particularly  with  1 egai  d to  hygiene,  would  be  strictly  enforced  during 
the  run-down  period. 

Another  small  site,  known  as  bee’s,  also  reached  the  end  of  its 
Planning  life  anu  was  extended  on  a run-aown  condition.  The  owner, 
however,  appealed  against  the  condition  and  the  appeal  had  not  been 
determined  at  the  end  of  the  year.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  uiy  report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Alton  for  the  year  1971. 

As  usual,  the  end  of  the  report  contains  the  statistics,  whilst 
the  front  deals  in  detail  with  the  statutory  duties  of  the  Department. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  proposals  to  sewer  Four  Marks,  Aledstead 
and  kopley  had  not,  as  had  Lecn  hoped,  been  finalised,  and  it  would 
appear  that  work  will  not  be  comnenced  for'  some  time  to  come, 
llowevi  r,  the  Bentley,  Binstcd  and  Froyle  sewerage  scheme  was  completed 
and  connections  are  being  made  with  soaie  rapidity. 

The  nuiiiber  of  caravans  in  the  District  remains  fairly  constant 
and,  whilst  tire  future  Council  building  programue  may  accommodate  some 
of  tiie  occupants,  there  will,  I fear,  remain  a demand  for  this  type 
of  accommodation  due  to  a lack  of  houses  available  for  rent  within  the 

District. 

On  Page  17  it  is  stated  that  the  number  of  properties  improved 
with  the  aid  of  a grant  is  1Q£  of  the  current  total  housing  stock; 
omitting  the  post-1961  houses  which  were  not  eligible  for  grant,  the 

actual  percentage  is  14. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee 
for  tneir  continuing  support  and  once  again  thank  the  officers  of  other 
departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  past  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


All  properties  connected  to  mains  water  ai  e supplied  by  the  Mid- 
Southern  ,(ater  Company. 

Tnroughout  the  District  tliere  are,  however,  a number  of  properties 
not  connected.  The  reason  for  this  is  purely  economic  coupled,  in  a 
nuiiiber  of  cases,  with  a preference  for'  the  existing  supply,  be  it  a 
well,  spring,  estate  supply  or,  as  in  the  case  of  those  properties  in 
Four'  Marks  and  Medstead,  an  underground  rainwater-  storage  tank. 

Copies  of  the  analysts’  reports  on  the  samples  of  mains  water 
taken  by  the  company  are  submitted  to  the  Council  and  have  indicated 
that  tiie  supply  is  satisfactory.  The  fluoride  content  remains  the 
same  at  0.1  parts  per  million. 

ho  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  quantity  of  supply, 
but  four  were  received  relating  to  the  quality,  tiiese  being  passed 

direct  to  the  company. 

As  in  1970,  no  notifications  of  water  disconnections  were 
received. 

Table  1 in  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report  indicates 
the  number  of  properties *and  approximate  population  served  by  main 

water. 


SE1VERAGE 

The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  completion  of  tiie  new  sewerage 
works  at  Bentley,  which  serves  tiie  parishes  of  Bentley,  Binsted  and 

Froyle . 

The  proposed  provision  of  a treatment  works  to  serve  Four  Marks, 
ivied  stead  and  kopley,  was  abandoned  during  the  year  and  consultations 
were  commenced  with  the  neighbouring  authority  as  to  tiie  feasibility 
of  discharging  the  drainage  from  the  aforementioned  parishes  with 
the  possible  inclusion  of  Farringdon  and  kopley  into  tneir  works. 

In  addition  to  these  areas  which  urgently  require  sewering,  tiie 
district  of  Sc-u-idf-o.-d  should  also  be  considered  in  any  future  programme.

1 aiii  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  S.  Preston,  M.I.W.M.A.,  Chief  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  Hampshire  County  Council,  for  the  following 
information  which  iie  lias  kindly  supplied 

During  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1971  , 155  samples  were 
procured  under  tiie  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  area  of  tire 
Alton  Rural  District  Council. 

Milk  Samples 

29  samples  of  milk,  including  5 of  "Channel  Islands"  were  obtained, 
one  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Inis  sample  was 
from  a farm  Lulk  tank  containing  approximately  364  gallons  and  was 
satisfactory  as  regards  milk  solids  but  showed  an  excess  contamination 
with  antibiotics  to  tiie  extent  of  0.15  international  units  per  millilitre. 
When  tiie  result  was  known,  follow-up  samples  were  taken  on  two  occasions, 
both  proving  to  be  satisfactory.  The  matter  was  drawn  to  the  attention 
of  the  producer. 

Miscellaneous  Samples 

126  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  taken,  5 of  these  being 
the  subject  of  adverse  reports.  There  were:- 

1 . Seville  ■ .armalaoe  - deficient  of  soluble  solids 

The  sample  was  subject  to  the  minimum  standard  for  soluble  solids 
of  68.5,1  but  contained  only  63.5/:..  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 

vendors. 

2.  Bread  - contaminated  with  mould 

The  loaf  was  submitted  following  a consumer  complaint,  tire  bread 
being  heavily  contaminated  with  mould  growth.  Legal  proceedings  have 

been  instituted. 

3.  Bread  - contained  foreign  matter  (string) 

This  sample  was  submitted  following  a consumer  complaint  that  there 
was  a mass  ol  shor  t lengths  of  coar  se  string  gummy  on  tire  top  of  tire 
sliced  loaf.  There  were  also  short  lengths  of  similar  material  adhering 
to  the  inside  of  tire  wrapper.  After  consideration  a warning  was  given 

to  the  bakery. 

4.  Run  and  Butter  Toffees  - deficient  of  fat 

The  sample  consisted  of  assorted  toffees  including  a proportion 
labelled  as  "rum  and  butter".  These  were  found  to  contain  only  0,7/. 
butter  fat  instead  of  the  minimum  4/j  required.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  the  manufacturers,  who  attributed  it  to  the  mislabelling  of  the 
wrappers,  which  should  have  been  marked  "rum  and  butter  flavour". 

Legal  proceedings  have  been  instituted. 

5.  .yheaten  Biscuits  - misdescribed 

The  outer  wra  per  of  this  product  showed  a correct  description 
but  the  biscuits  themselves  were  c-iLossed  with  the  word  "irheatmeal". 
Analysis  showed  that  they  had  not  been  produced  entirely  from  wholemeal 
flour-.  The  distinction  between  wheutmeal  and  wholemeal  in  relation  to 
flour  and  biscuits  is  being  taken  up  with  the  bakers  responsible  for 
producing  the  biscuits. 

General 

In  audition  to  sainples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the 
usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  looa  and 
drugs  unuer  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Ord«.r  and  the 
Pharmacy  and  i.jcoicincs  Act.  No  matters  of  consequence  occurred. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


P i evention  of  Dannie  by  Pests  Act,  1949 . 


Work  undertaken  to  control  rats  and  ;nice  is  detailed  in  Table  4 
in  the  Statistical  Section  of  tiiis  report. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  treatment  carried  out  at  private  houses 
but  a charge  is  inaue,  on  an  ad  hoc  basis,  to  other  properties,  and  for 
tiie  treatment  of  other  pests  at  all  properties. 

Advice  only  is  given  for  the  treatment  of  aoles  and  squirrels,  this 
service  being  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  It  is  likely, 
however,  that  the  Ministry  will  soon  cease  to  assist  private  individuals 
with  these  pests  and  the  work  will  be  passed  to  local  authorities.

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  in  the  District,  but  there  are 
six  restricted  pools,  all  of  which  are  under  the  supervision  of  a 
responsible  authority. 

In  addition  to  tiie  above  pools,  there  are  many  private  pools  in  tiie 
District  and  one  can  only  hope  that  tiie  owners  are  aware  of  the  proper 
methods  of  control  of  purity  of  the  water.

Three  premises  are  licensed  under  this  Act.  In  all  cases  tiie  licence 
conditions  were  found  to  be  adhered  to  wiien  inspections  were  carried  out.

Eighty-four  premises  are  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit  ana  thirteen  for  tiie  storage  of  petroleum  mixtures. 

Five  premises  did  not  renew  their  licences,  the  tanks  either  being 
removed,  filled  with  concrete  or  converted  to  tiie  storage  of  diesel  fuel. 
Forty  tanks  were  subjected  to  an  ullage  test  and  all  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.

Section  of  this  report. 


The  statistical  report  required  by  the  Department  of  the

Eo  difficulties  were  experienced  with  the  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  only  contraventions  noted  were  of 
a i.iinor  nature.  ho  accidents  were  reported  curing  the  year. 

The  problem  most  commonly  encountered  is  one  of  registration. 
Many  new  employers  or,  for  chat  matter,  employers  changing  premises 
or  acquiring  new  premises,  tend  to  display  ignorance  of  the  existence 
of  tire  Act  or  totally  ignore  tnose  provisions  relating  to  registration.

All  public  cleansing  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's  own  vehicles 
and  staff  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  G.  S. 
Webb,  Dip.T.P.  (Birm) , C.Eng.,  F.I.iUun.E.,  f.l.R.T.P.I.  , Chartered  Engineer, 
for  the  information  relating  to  this  subject. 

Vehicle  depots  are  maintained  at  Alton  and  Lindford.  The  Council's 
sewage  works  at  Lindford  (Vhitehill  Parish),  receive  and  treat  sewage  from 
Whitehill,  Bordon,  Lindford,  Bordon  Military  Camp,  lieauley,  Crayshott, 
and  parts  of  adjoining  areas  of  the  liasle  nere  Urban  District  Council  and 
Hambledon  Rural  District  Council.  There  is  a separate  sewage  works  for 
Selborne,  and  during  the  year  a new  works  was  opened  at  Bentley  to  cater 
for  Bentley,  Binsted  and  Frovle  parishes. 

A general  scheme  of  full  refuse  collection  operates  throughout  the 
District  with  weekly  collections  in  all  parishes  and  from  the  Married 
Quarters  in  the  Bordon  and  Longmoor  Military  Camps. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  h'eaciley  and 
East  listed,  the  latter  being  shared  with  the  Alton  Urban. District  Council. 

Collections  of  nightsoil  are  made  generally  in  areas  where  sewers  ore 
riot  available. 

The  Council  also  operate  a cesspool  emptying  service  for  which,  however, 
a charge  is  made. 

Public  conveniences  are  maintained  at  Bordon,  Grayshott  and  Selborne.
